7.  SLAUGHTERHOUSES . 

Owing  to  the  Government  Centralised  Slaughtering  Scheme  in 
operation  due  to  the  war  no  slaughterhouses  are  in  use  in  this 
district. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 


The  District  contains  ll6  premises  registered  as  dairies  with 
60  producers  and  75  retail  purveyors. 

Designated  Milk  is  produced  at  18  farms  and  35  samples  of 
that  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  examination  by  the  County 
Pathologist. 

WATER  supply. 

No  important  extensions  to  the  water  mains  in  the  District 
have  been  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Five  samples  of  water  from  wells  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken 
quarterly  from  the  Mid  Kent,  Rainham  and  Sittingbourne  Water  Companies 
mains . 


HOUSING. 


Very  little  in  the  way  of  new  building  has  taken  place,  four 
bungalows  only  having  been  built  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  Minister's  instructions  the  report  this 
year  has  again  been  curtailed. 

Some  of  the  duties  normally  attaching  to  the  office  of  Sanitary 
Inspector  have,  owing  to  the  war,  been  curtailed.  This  is  especially 
noticable  in  the  case  of  housing  whene  difficulty  is  experienced  in 
obtaining  essential  materials  and  only  urgent  matters  can  be  dealt 
with. 


In  conclusion  I  would  thank  you,Sir,  the  Council  and  the 
Clerk  for  your  kind  support  during  the  past  year.
